FOUGHT OPPRESSION 


Secretary Bryan on Nov. 27, 1914 


acknowledged a letter from Fathe 
Tlerney, chairman of the comrnitte 
of the Federation of the Catholic so 
cieties by saying In part: 


"Kegarding your request that thi 


government withhold its recognition 
of any, government in Mexico tha 
does not grant real freedom of wor 
ship, the department informs you tha 
it will refer final decision as to whe 
ther or not to accord recognition to 
a government in Mexico until the 
time shall have arrived for making 
such a decision. When that time ar 
rives freedom in Mexico will receive 
due consideration. •- The department 
has shown your letter with accom 
panylng enclosures to the president 
and it has received from him a writ- 
ten reply in which he says:

ever experienced.

The Americans injured in the crash 


were taken to the Royal Victoria hos- 
pital where it was stated that unless 
unexpected complications set in, all 
probably would recover.

ing toward the earth, struck a barn 
and several haystacks before it finally 
collapsed.

Propose Conference Between 
Episcopate and Government 


to Settle Controversy 


Mexico City —M>)— Mexican busi- 


nessmen—themselves mostly 
Roman 


Catholics—have proposed to the gov- 
ernment and the Catholic episcopate 
that a conference be held for the ad- 
justment of the present religious con- 
troversy. 


At the same time the episcopate 


for the first time since the religious 
difficulties arose. If not the first time 
In Mexican history has addressed a 
direct petition to the president" of the 
republic. 


The episcopate, which 
has often 


expressed Its determination never to 
accept the present regulation, 
has 


sent a letter to President Calles, who 
has frequently and even more vigor- 
ously declared he will never 
with- 


draw them: This letter asks him to 
suspend the regulations to give the 
church its "freedom" and .to modify 
the religious clauses of the constitu- 
tion radically, declaring that 
only 


thus can be settled the old religious 
struggle. 


CALEBS SILENT 


The president's office ^BO far had1-de- 


clined official comment" on 'these pro- 
posals for peace but sources close to 
the government express certainty that 
President Calles will not alter his atti- 
tude. The president has previously de- 
clared that the only solution of the 
controversy is for the'Cathollc church 
to obey the constitution and the laws. 
Church dignitaries however, say that 
:he church cannot live under such reg- 
ulations. Thus, unless President Calles 
should completely reverse himself, 
most observers feel that the episco- 
pate's letter will not alter the funda- 
mental deadlock.

Despite all attempts there 
has been no improvement In the man' 
ner of assessing in AVisconsln during 
the past 50 years. Real and propertj 
taxes made up $100.000.000 of the 
$130,000.000 spent each year by the 
state. This- tax is raised from $500, 
000.000 worth of property which is 
valued by 2.000 AVisconsin assessors.' 


ASSESSORS UNFAIR 


"The trouble with our system 
of 


assessing property Is unfairness and 
crookedness." he said. 
There 
are 


times when property is under or over 
assessed, and done so conscientiously 
by the assessor, but there are many 
times when it is not. and when it is 
assessed on a discriminatory or per 
centage basis of its true value. 


I know of two canneries in 
the 


state. Both are located in the same 
county where the same tax rate pre- 
vails. One is a one line plant and 
was assessed at S6G.OOO. and the otb- 


^jy. a. three line and much better fac- 
'tory, was assessed at only $12,000. In

Pollen Tests Show Whether 


One May Contract Hay Fever 


(This Is the second of a series of 


five articles on hiy fever). 


BY DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN

During the spring, tree pollens are 


the most common offenders tn causing 
hay fever. 
Ill the early summer, 


the grasses, the rose, corn and the 
pollens of flowers such as the daisy, 
the dandelion and the Illy, and those 
of such weeds as pigweed, smartwecd 
pepper grass and dock are concerned. 


According to I. Chandler Walker, 


m the northern and mountain coun- 
ties of California and in Oregon and 
Washington, timothy Is much grown 
for pasturage, and Is an important 
cause of hay fever from June through 
August. Red top Is a frequent cause 


from June through September, or- 
chard grass from March through Au- 
gust, and so on through hundreds of 
plants which pollinate and to which 
some persons may be sensitive. 


TRY EACH POLLEN 


The physician who is trained in the 


investigation of this disease is the 
person who must determine whether 
or not the sufferer from hay fevir 
is sensitive t* any special pollen. The 
method by which he does this is rel- 
atively simple: 


A small scratch Is made on the in- 


ner surface of the forearm, not deep 
enough to draw blood, 
but 
deep 


enough to penetrate the outer layer 
of skin. A small amount of the dried 
pollen of the plant suspected is plac- 
ed on the scratch, moistened with a 
drop of weak alkaline solution, and 
kept moist for thirty minutes. 


Since the scratch is only one-eighth 


of an Inch long, a great many tests 
may be made at one time. At the 
end of half an hour the material is 
washed off and the reaction of the 
skin to the pollen is studied. Several 
icratches are made and moistened 
with the alkaline solution but pollen 
is not applied. 
These are used to 


check the reaction against those with 
pollen. 


COMPARE REACTIONS 


It has been found that the pollens 


which do not affect the patlerl do 
not produce any change in the Skin, 
so that the scratches Into xvh'ch they 
were rubbed look like the scratch in- 
to which no pollen wa« rubbed. 


However, if the pati> it is sensitive 


to any pollen, there is itching and 
swilling of the skin around tn-> cut 
for a space from one inch to two 
inches wide. This becomes mora in- 
tense and the swelling increases in 
size the longer the pollen is kept on 
the scratch. The spot look--. In fact, 
much like a hive or mo.--c.uito bite. 
When this occurs, the patinet is said 
to have a positive reaction. 


Within an hour or two the ItcTrng 


or swelling disappears and after a few 
days the scratches heal without leav- 
ing a ecar. 


The only term that phi«'ciaT? have 


constantly 'ised to describe this re- 
set ion is the statement that the per- 
son Is sensitive to the pollen. In any 
event, the proof is absolute that cer- 
tain persons react severely to expos- 
ure to certain pollens and that nay 
fever is tho manifestation of this re- 
action.

REGULATING UTILITIES 


Charles B. Perry, conservative candi- 


date for the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination.-is leveling some strong criti- 
cism upon the State Railroad commission, 
charging that through its functioning the 
people of "Wisconsin "have had "saddled 
upon them an interest charge upon -wa- 
tered and over-capitalized utility issues.'5 


It is an odd circumstance that so much is 
made of the public utility law in this state 
and its administration by the Progres- 
sives, who have complete control of the 
board, while at the same time the utilities 
of Wisconsin are among the most profit- 
able in the Country and enjoy what would 
commonly be regarded as high rates. This 
is contrary to the philosophy of the Pro- 
gressive movement, which seems to hold 
that no business should be very profitable, j 
least of all that engaged in public service, 
for instance, its politicians say the most 
unpleasant things about the Esch-Cum- 
mins railway act, charging that it guaran- 
tees earnings ar profits to the railroads, 
•whereas a matter of fact it does nothing of 
the kind, while they shut their eyes to the 
"Wisconsin utility law which recognizes 
the right of public.service Corporations to 
earn net profits of approximately seven 
per cent, and which are in a practical 
sense guaranteed by the rates fixed by the 
Railroad.commission. Certainly, there is 
a nearer application of the principle of 
guaranteeing returns under the "Wiscon- 
sin law and procedure than there is na- 
tionally in regard to railroads under the 
Esch-Cummins act. 


Mr. Perry says there is watered stock 


and over-capitalized issues in our utilities, 
and in some instances they are "'so fla- 
grantly in excess of actual investments, 
that this fact materially affects the charg- 
es made for service and rates." "We have 
no direct information as to whether this 
charge is true, but if it is true the respon- 
sibility rests with the State Railroad com- 
mission, and back of that the state ad- 
ministration and political organization 
which control the commission. 


"We have believed that the utility law 


of this state operated to the advantage of 
both utilities and the public. In princi- 
ple it is undoubtedly a sound law. and it 
is a fact that generally speaking the pub- 
lic service in Wisconsin is of a higher and 
better order than that found in states 
where utilities are not enabled by legisla- 
tion to earn a fair return on their invest- 


. ments. 
However, if they have been al- 


lowed to inflate these investments beyond 
actual capital employed, that is a different 
matter. 


The point that should not be lost upon 


the public is that the politicians and their 
supporters who condemn the Esch-Cum- 
mins law do so in the face of the fact that 
the "Wisconsin utility law confers far 
greater benefits upon public service cor- 
porations than does the railway act upon 
railroads. Both laws are sound and con- 
structive in principle. 
The administra- 


tion of either may be prejudiced or d^tri- 
mental to the public, but there is less op- 
portunity for this in the railway act than 
in the "Wisconsin utility law. The rail- 
ways are guaranteed no returns whatever, 
but must depend for earnings upon the ef- 
ficiency of their operation and competen- 
cy of management, under rates fixed by a 
body having no relation to the Esch- 
Cummins law. namely the Interstate 
Com- 


merce commission. In "Wisconsin the rates 
arc established by the same body that 
authorizes the stock and bond issues and 
approves their capitalization. Whatever 


MOTOR TRUCKS AND FREIGHT 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 


is taking testimony this summer upon the 
relative value of motor truck transporta- 
tion as distinguished from rail transpor- 
tation, together with the effects upon the 
latter. The evidence thus far adduced 
seems to show that the motor truck has no 
place in long haul traffic. 
In this field 


the railroads are alone and. aside from ex- 
isting or potential water competition, 
promise to remain so indefinitely. In the 
beginning, motor trucks sought to oper- 
ate as long haul as well as short haul car- 
riers. 
They have not been successful in 


long haul transportation, and it is doubt- 
ful if they ever will be. 


In the short haul field the motor truck 


is doing a large business, and its future 
there appears to be assured. There are 
authorities on transportation who claim 
that in this service it is not injurious to 
the railroads, for the reason that it han- 
dles a class of business which has hereto- 
fore been unprofitable to the railroads. It 
is of course a well known fact that real 
railway earnings come from long hauls 
and through business. That is why so 
many small railroads have been forced to 
consolidate with larger systems or have 
gone into bankruptcy, having too small 
percentage of profitable freight traffic. 


Some of the testimony before the Inter- 


state Commerce commission seems to bear 
out the conclusion that motor truck trans- 
portation is primarily a local distribution 
of-goods, principally foodstuffs: that ton- 
nage of goods hauled over sixty miles is 
small, and that where it is hauled more 
than sixty miles it usually consists of a 
special commodity like household goods, 
etc.: that truck haulage is largely a direct 
distribution of goods to their final use; 
that the owner-operator hauls the bulk of 
highway tonnage. These conclusions do 
not, 
of course, mean that truck transpor- 


tation will not be developed into large 
corporation carriers, for there is already a 
tendency evident in this direction, but 
they do seem to be sound in the argument 
that freight traffic over long hauls will be 
confined to railroads and waterways. The 
railroads, however, have one legitimate 
claim on present day competition of motor 
trucks, that is thajt^tEey shall be.lubjected 
to taxation and regulation that will put 
them on a par relatively with the restric- 
tions imposed on the railway carrier.

Xearly all the popular remedies which pass as 


bromide" preparations—usually the term "bromo" 
is incorporated in the trade r.ame of the medicine— 
purport to be comparatively harmless. Yet g^ave 
poisoning, and in too many instances fatal effects 
have been caused by these pain killers which are 
freely sold to the pubHc. without any restriction. 


There is a vicious circle involved in the practice

easier with repeated indulgence until the victim 
becomes habituated and in time 
suffers from a 


raving which is very hard to resist as long as the 
stuff is obtainable. Then the drug itself, the acen- 
tanilid. phenacetin or other coaltar derivative, not 
only benumbs pair- distress, worn' or anxiety, but 
dulls the normal sense of fatigue, so that the vic- 
tim "fails to seek rest when rest is imperative. The 
drug, moreover, has an insidiously destructive, ef- 
fect upon red blood corpuscles and a very Injuri- 
ous effect upon the heart whereby anemia 
and 


heart muscle impairment develop from prolonged 
or habitual use. These depraved states weaken the 
victim's will power and tend to break down his 
normal endurance, so that he finds all the more 
reasons or excuses for taking the stuff. 


I do not mean to condemn, acetanilid, phenacetin, 


"aspirin" (acetyl saiicilic acid) or other coaltar de- 
rivative which may be medicinally used for the 
relief of pain. In many cases such medicines are 
not only justifiable but even helpful in the cure of 
the disease which is responsible for the pain. But 
I do wish to warn the uninitiated about the risks 
involved in trifling with such drugs, the general 
and at present legitimate if unwarrantable practice 
of incorporating such drugs ir. popular nostrums 
which purport to cure minor ailments of all kinds, 
and the moal certainty of grave impoverishment of 
the general health from the habitual or prolonged 
use of such drugs. There have been many actual 
atalities from the unwise use of these drugs 
in 


ostrums purporting to be "harmless" remedies for 
eadache. neuralgia, "colds." "grippe," "neuritis." 
rehumatism." and the like—the coroners verdict 


these cases has been carefully revised for pub- 


cation and so the name of the nostrum has not 
ppeared. 
It Is a good and I think a wise precaution. If one 
iust resort to such drugs for pain, to Me down for 
n hour or two after taking the medicine. This not 
nly helps to bring relief to the pain, but also di- 
minishes the danger of serious embarrassment of 
he heart. It is indeed a foolhardy trick to take a 
ose of suchvmedicine and then go right on ^with 
our ordinary" activities—as though the stuff were 


miraculous trouble solvent without a possibility 


f untoward effect. 
The popular acetyl salicylic—better known by the 


rade name Of ."aspirin"—is among the least poi- 
onous of these coaltar pain killers, but it is by no 
means a harmless drug and I should prefer a mild 
.jadache or other simple ill to the effect of "aspir- 
n" for my own well being. I believe a great deal 
f grave chronic health impairment, particularly 
•nervous" trouble is due to the unwarranted use 
of "aspirin" as a habit.

would have run from the place had It 
been possible." 


•Tunney changed his mind
